Tacoma, \Vn., Oct. 7.— The United 
States revenue cutter liuah, about 
which so muuh has been written in 
reference to allowing her hearing's .Sea 
captures to escape, dropped anchor in 
Commeueemeot Bay this morning. She 
is on her way to San Francisco for the 
wiiili'i-. Captain Shepard and his wife 
and Lieutenant Tuttle took lunch at the 
I'acoiiia this noon. Lieutenant Tuttle 
was met by a reporter and asked about 
the escape of the vessels whicli had been 
taken. He said; — 

'•The previous report concerning tho 
escape of the vessels we took were cor- 
rect so far as they went, but they did 
not go far enough. The newspapers 
were not acipiaintcd with the circnin- 
slancesof the cruise. There were about 
forty-two vessels in Beliriiig's .Sea. They 
had crews of from twenty to twenty- 
live men. The linsli hail a crew of 
nineteen only, aiiil we were crowded 
llien. We made six captures. We 
liad not a sutlicieiit crew to nian the 
vessels, tliiU is plain to see. When we 
took a ves.sel all we could do was to put 
a man aboard her and tell her to report 
at Sitka. We took their skins atid 
arms away from them, so they could 
catch no nioie seals. Well, telling a 
vessel to report at Sitka, IGOO miles 
away, was like telling a man to go to 
jail and deliver himself into custody. 
He would not go. Neither did the ves- 
.sel. Some of them .sailed down to Vic- 
toria with one man on board. They 
were jiowerless. That was the beat we 
couhl do. We (hin'L deserve any 
leather medals, because we had no 
other course left open to us. The sea 
is deserted now. 'i'he seal catching 
season is over. We drove all 
the vessels out, and dropped 
into the Sound on our way 
down to clean the bottom of the 
Rush of a few barnaeles and much grass, 
which attaehes itself to the bottom of a 
vessel in tliose waters. Tliore is a nice 
beach at Olympia for timt purpose. 
When the tide goes out it leaves you 
high and dry^ and the aorapihg can eas- 
ily he done. We will leave at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon and after coaling at Se- 
attle will sail for San Francisco."

AN INDVSTRIAL EXHIBITION. 



What'is to himtcr Ihe citizens of Vie- 
toriu getting up ah exhibition of tlic in- 
dustries of the I'rovinoe V .Suoli iiii 
exhibition would be moat interesting 
and could not fail to do u great deal of 
godd. ' The'coniplailiti of every Britisli 
Coliiiiibiun wiio travels is that not only 
is the province of wliioh he ia ao proud 
not known l>y the people of otlu'r 
countries, but tliat very niany of tlu'Ui 
have iu some way eoutriveil lo get (lie 
most erroneona notions relative to its 
climate, its resources, its capabilities, 
its products, and even its extent. An 
exliibition in whicli all the industries of 
tho province would be adequately repre 
sented is mucli required. r>riti3h Col- 
umbia is further advanced in alnioat 
every respect tliau most persona wlio are 
not: iis inhabitants ' iinaigiiiB. A good 
exhibition of its industries woiuld 
show this advancement. It would 
convince those who visited it 
and those who read deaeriptiona of what 
it contained, that the person wlio pro- 
posed settling in liritisli C'olunibia was 
fjot coming to . a rough country where 
few of the comforts and none of the 
elegancies of civilization are to be l\ad. 
They would 6nd that tliere is lianlly 
anything wliieli tin- moat fiistidious reai- 
dent of iht: largest, cities rccpiires tliiit 
cannot readily be obtained in towns of 
this fur western iproviuce,-, Ho .would 
sec tiuit the productions of its soil are 
many and varied, tliat its natural re- 
sources are veiy great, and that they 
have been ah'eady devehjped to an ex- 
tent that ia by no means inconsiderable. 
Such an exhibition would, in u word, 
advertise this proviiice and this city, 
and what they both need just now is 
judicious advertising. 

The people of Victoria liave lieen 
hitherto altogether too modest. 'I'liey 
have waited until the beauties and atl- 
viintagea of their city were diaeovored 
by strangers. They did not blow their 
own trumpet, or rather their city's 
trumpet, and the consequence is, tliey 
aiid their city are but little known, 
while otliei- places in tho province and 
out of it, that do not posaesa a titlio of 
its attractions, arc fur better known 
and more enquired after. 

To get up such an exhibition would, 
ofcounie, require work and, money. But 
for sucii a purpose they ought to bo both 
forthcoming. There are, we are satis- 
tied, publie-apirited men in Victoria 
who would sacrilicc sonietldng and ex 
ert themsolves a great deal to get up an 
Industrial Exhibition worthy of the 
province and of the city. If they be- 
gan in lime and in the right way, they 
could mak(! a dis])lay tliat would not 
only be a wonder to atraugera Imt a aur- 
prise to Iheiiisolvea. Tho materials arc 
plentiful and within easy reach. No in- 
dustry and no product of tho province 
need be neglected. The flowers and tlie 
fruits of this lalaiid alone, would of 
themaclvea make one of tlie most de 
lightful exhihiliona, and aa a ilc[iiirt 
luent of a general exhil>ition, would he 
surpassingly attractive. Wo trust that 
some of our enterprising and public- 
spirited citizens will think over tlii.' 
mutter and take measurea ia time l( 
show the whole world thai, Uritish Col- 
umbia is a province alioundirig in nalnr 
ul wealth; that its iuduatriea are already 
considerabljr advanced, and that Vic- 
toria is one of tho most delightful places 
- of residence on tho continent of America

That report is now 
produced and it shown that Mr. lUil- 
lairge recommended the 'joveriinicut lo 
])iiraiie one of two eonrsc.-i. The first 
was to huilil the buttresses alluded to in 
tho verdict, and the otiier was to pur- 
chase certain properties on Clinmplain 
street, reiuovn tlio liouaos and 
widen the street. Ke also ad- 
vised that a low retaining wall 
be bnilt and the erevicits filled np. He 
strongly recommonded that tho latter 
proposition bo act-ed on flrst, nnd if that 
were not found suflioiont, then to build 
the buttresses. The Miiiisler, .Sir 
Hector Liingeviti, submitted the pro- 
posals to tlin proper ollicial, who recimi- 
iiiended the pnrcbasu of the lioiiaes and 
tho filling Up of the crovicca, Tliis was 
done. The street was not widanod, hut 
the land on which tho houses stood was 
allowed to remain vaciint. This took 
place iu IHHI and 1H8'2, and although 
Mr. Baillairge haa been on the spot ever 
since ho has ma<le no further reproseuta- 
tlon to the (iovernnient.
